Premier Not to be Sworn in Until 
Next Tuesday---Says Cabinet List 
Will be Submitted Next Week 


EDMONTON, July 5.—Hon, Richard 
Gavin Reid, 54-year-old provincial 
treasurer, minister of municipal af- 
fairs and minister of lands and mines, 
today emerged from a U. F. A. caucus 
as Premier-elect of Alberta, He was 
the unanimous choice of the members 


of his party ta, sueceed Premier 
Brownlee, who formally tendered his 
resignation to Hon, W. I. Walsh, 


Lieutenant-Governor, at noon. 

Mr. Reid will not be sworn in as 
prime minister until next Tuesday, at 
the earliest, and in the meantime he 
will be engaged in selecting members 
of his cabinet. Ministers whose re- 
signations went with that of their 
chief will carry on in their depart- 
ments until the new cabinet is sworn. 

“When do you think you will submit 
the cabinet list?” he was asked. 

“It will likely be early next week, if 
not before,” he answered.

As a result of frequent rains and 
ideal growing conditions throughout 
the month of June in almost all areas 
of the province, the crop situation in 
Alberta can be said at this date to be 
more favorable than has been the case 
for some years, With a few excep- 


| tions, the various districts in the prov- 
| ince report all crops making splendid 
| progress. One of the exceptions is the 
larea most seriously affected by the 


May drought, east and south of the 


| Goose Lake line in the southeastern 


part of the province. Stubble crops in 


| this area have not fully recovered as 


a result of recent rains, and the loss| 
on these will be considerable. In 
nearly all other districts in the south | 
all crops have made substantial re- 
covery and are making rapid progress 
under the stimulus of heavy rains. 


The total loss from the early drought | 


will therefore be comparatively small.

POISON HOPPERS BY PLANE 


Spreading of poison for grasshoppers 
by plane has been so successful in one 
or two areas in southern Alberta that 
it will probably be adopted as a regu- 
lar method in future. The planes 
were used in Drumheller and Hussar 
districts, flying at 100 feet elevation, 
using four pounds of bait to the acre. 
The cost per section was $8 to $10, 
and the distribution thinly and evenly 
done, and so effective, with the use of 
olled bait, that hoppers were dying a 
week after the bait was spread. The 
use of oil is a new departure this year, 
developed by the Provincial Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, to take the place 
of water, thus preventing the bait from 


| drying out and becoming ineffective in 


1 short time after spreading. 


AGRICULTURAL FIELD DAYS 


Signalized by a great increase in 
interest among the farmers of the 
province, the newly instituted plan of 
co-ordinated field days among the 
various agricultura!] authorities is now 
under way in Alberta.

“Where's that léather burning?”

“It's that pile of horse droppings,” 
he remarked after a look around. 
That cigarette butt must have started 
it." The horse droppings lay six feet 
from the door of the experimental! 
barn. A visitor some minutes before 
had dropped a tailor-made cigarette 
stub, which ignited the little pile. The 
surrounding area was bare, but a high 
wind could easily have swept the 
lighted material to corrals situated 
eastward. The fire was fortunately 
detected and extinguished before more 
than a bowlful of the material was re- 
duced to ash, but had circumstances 
been different the stables might have 
been mysteriously burned and the old 
question would have been bandied, “T 
wonder how it staried?” 

On the Substation there is a rigid 
rule that no smoking is to be done on 
loads of straw or feed, around cor- 
rals or stables, nor in any buildings 
save in certain rooms, specifically de- 
sigrtated, and even there great care 


is required. 


Protein and Mineral Balance for Hogs 


At Feeders’ Day at the University of 
Alberta, Prof. R. D. Sinclair brought 
out the fact that when a low-mineral 
protein supplement was added to a 
straight grain ration for pen-fed hogs 
and was not supplemented by the 
feeding of ground limestone, the re- 
sults were irregular in a_ certain 
respect. Severe crippling occurred in 
the lots receiving meat meal plus 
linseed-oil meal to the extent of 3.3% 
and 6.7%, respectively, of the ration, 


yet it did not occur seriously when 
the ration contained 10% of the 
supplement, 


Prof. Sinclair explains it this way: 


This particular low-mineral protein 
supplement contains both protein and 
mineral, but not enough mineral to 
balance the protein. The small grains 
are deficient in both elements. When 
such a protein supplement was fed in 
moderate amounts the effect was to 
increase greatly the rate of gains and 
consequently the mineral requirement. 
Augmenting the supplement to ten per 
cent did not correspondingly increase 
the rate of gains but did furnish 
enough mineral to enable the pigs to 
get by. In other words, when the, 
ration comprised ten per cent of the 
protein supplement some of its pro- 
tein was not used to the best ad-— 
vantage. It was more economical to 
feed a moderate percentage of it so as 
to bring up the protein sufficiently to! 
balance the carbohydrates and fat, and 
then augment. the mineral by ground 
limestone rather than to feed an ex- 
cess of protein supplement in order to 
supply sufficient mineral. 

Had tankage been the supplement 
used more mineral would have been 
furnished by it and crippling would 
have been less extreme.

When to Slash Willow? 


Is there any difference in the time 
willow bunches are cut so that they 
will not grow up from the roots? The 
sap is up in the tops now, but I heard 
that perhaps if they were cut a little 
later they might not grow up again.— 
8. C., Fairview. Alta, 

Ans.: This is a controversial sub- 
ject concerning which the writer has 
never been able to arrive at very 
definite opinion. There seem to be 
times when the cutting of serub 
growth is attended by less renewal 
than if the serub is cut at other times, 
but opinions vary as to the date and 
it probably does not run 80 much with 
the calendar as with the stage of de- 
velopment and perhaps with weather 
conditions at the time of cutting, It 
has been noticed in clearing land that 
willows cut early in June seem to 
sprout out vigorously afterwards, #0 
that we should prefer to take chances 
on cutting in @ dry period after the 
burst of early-summer growth is over, 
Norman M. Ross, chief of the Tree- 
Planting Division, does not know any 
time when willows may be cut down 
without afterwards renewing in the 
ordinary course of events, but thinks 
it possible that the sprout growth may 
be weakest if the cutting is done late 
in the summer, after the pew growth 
has just nicely matured,

Curing Hay 

“There is a great difference between 
well-cured hay and mere sundried 
fodder, although both may be made 
under similar conditions,” says 4 Call- 
fornia bulletin on Cereal Hay, written 
by Geo, W. Hendry, “One has been 
protected from the direct rays of the 
sun by proper manipulation in the 
windrow, cock and stack, while the 
other has been left exposed in the 
swath or windrow until dry and 
bleached, The leaves of one have re- 
mained alive long enough to transpire 
naturally a large percentage of the 
moisture from the stems, while the 
leaves of the other have died quickly 
from exposure, thereby checking the 
biological processes, known a8 fer- 
menting, heating, and sweating, which

commonly occur in the cock and stack, 
and which are essential to the perfect 
curing of hay. 

“One possesses a fine lavender-like 
aroma, is soft and pliable, and appe- 
tizing to stock, while the other would 
not be eaten by well-fed animals and 
would serve merely to keep cattle from 
starvation, 

“Curing may be said to commence 
the instant the crop falls behind the 
mower, and to continue, when properly 
carried out, for six weeks. When cut, 
the crop may consist of 75 per cent 
of moisture, and when fully and per- 
fectly cured from 15 to 20 per cent, or 
even as little as 8 per cent when 
shock-cured in an arid climate, but 
curing is more than a mere mechanical 
drying, and cannot be accelerated be- 
yond certain limits without injury to 
the quality of the hay.” 

It is not quite clear how these rec- 
ommendations square with the modern 
theory of rapid curing by hot-air 
blasts or by electrical processes. High 
hopes are held out by certain authori- 
ties for such methods as commercial 
possibilities of the future. 

Perhaps the conclusion will “all iron 
out in the wash.” Meantime it must 
be said that many a feeder'’s experi- 
ence agrees with the California bul- 
letin, published in 1925, 


Preventing Maggot in Turnips 
How can I prevent my turnips be- 


coming wormy?—M. J. B., Eaglesham, 
Alta. 
Ans.: Prof. E. H. Strickland recom- 


mends dissolving an ounce of corrosive 
sublimate in ten gallons of water in 
an earthenware vessel and watering 
the plants with a teacup or with an 
old tomato can which may be thrown 
away after the treatment is completed, 
Transplanted cabbages are given half 
a teacupful to each plant applied to 
the ground at the base of each one, 
encircling and touching the stalk, but 
this method is hardly practicable for 
turnips in rows and Prof, Strickland 
simply suggests that care be taken to 
wet the soil thoroughly in the vicinity 
of all the plants,

Artichokes—Uneven Litters—Pro- 
prietary Feeds and Remedies 


1. We have heard a great deal in 
the East about artichokes for hogs 
and plan on having a small patch 


this spring. 

2. Though we usually get our hogs 
to market much sooner than our 
neighbors, we realize there is m ch to 
learn, In every litter some do ex- 
tremely well while others seem to lack 
something. When there is definite 
lameness or anything specifically 
wrong we put them by themselves for 
individual attention and so far have 
always remedied the disability. 

8. What is your opinion of certain 
proprietary preparations (named in 
letter) advocated respectively as foods, 
appetizers, mineral amendments, cures 
for sterility and treatment for worms 
in horse? 

4. We give our stock the fresh dry 
bed that you consistently advocate. 
As a matter of fact we like the ani- 
mals for themselves, apart from their 
monetary value, and enjoy making 
them comfortable.—A. D, E., Was- 
katenau, Alta, 

Ans.: 1. Artichokes have been 
grown at Beaverlodge for at least six- 
teen years, volunteering annually from 
over-wintered tubers, but never pro- 
ducing very large ones. They were 
tried once as a silage crop, but the 
yield was inadequate, It is doubtful 
whether they would yield enough in 
the northern parts of Alberta or in 
Peace River Block of British 
Columbia to be profitable for hog feed, 


‘though the tubers would doubtless be 
‘very acceptable. 


2. Unevenness in litters is most 
likely due to an uneven production of 
milk in the udder of the sow. Occa- 
sionally some teats give more milk 
than others and as each pig almost 
invariably suckles from the same teat 
some pigs in the litter will obtain more 
than others and consequentiy do bet- 
ter up to weaning time, After wean- 
ing, when all have a chance to feed 
alike, the discrepancy is more or less 
corrected, so that the runt sometimes 
makes the best pig. It will also be 
corrected where the poor-doing pigs 
are put by themselves and given spe- 
cial attention. 

_8. For obvious reasons we may not 
discuss specifically in print the merits 
and demerits of proprietary feeds, but 
in general may observe that most of 
them are expensive and may be dis- 
pensed with if one has good home- 
grown feeds, George H, Muir, Domin- 
ion Animal Husbandman, points out 
that a farmer can very often make up 
preparations of his own that will be 
equally effective, One of the best all- 
round mineral supplements, he con- 
siders, is bone meal, Norman Dow, 
Illustration Station operator at Pouce 
Coupe, B.C., feeds this ad libitum to 
ali his cattle. For hogs various good 
mineral mixtures have been previously 
published in this column, 

Neither the Substation nor the 
Animal Husbandry Division at Ottawa 
has had any experience with the 
named specific for barrenness, but on 
general principles we could not rec- 
ommend the same, There are many 
reasons for cows not getting in calf 
and it would be too much to ask that 
one remedy would cure ali the causes, 
Much of the trouble may disappear if 
the cows are well fed and are bred at 
a natural season of the year, viz. 
in the early-summer months Grass 
does wonders. 

Without disparaging the molasses 
feed as an appetizer and nutrient, Mr, 
Muir doubts its probable efficacy as 
a vermifuge. He recommends follow- 
ing the treatment given in the bulletin 
on Parasites of Horses, available 
through the Publications Branch, De- 
partment of Agriculture, Ottawa. 

4. This is the right idea~—to regard

WHEAT STEM SAWFLY 


The Wheat stem sawfly which ts now 
& pest of western Canada was origin- 
ally confined to those areas known as 
the “long grass prairie’ and was 
unable to exist in the short bunch 
grass of the open plains. However, 
says Mr, H, L. Seamans, entomologist 
in charge of the Dominion laboratory 
at Lethbridge, with the breaking up of 
this latter type of grass and replacing 
it with wheat, the sawflyl was enabled 
to spread throughout the greater part 
of the prairie area. The widespread 
production of wheat has also aided in 
the increase in the numbers of the 
sawfly more rapidly than would have 
been possible under natural conditions, 
and has resulted in frequent outbreaks | 
which have caused serious losses to! 
wheat growers. 

The adult sawflies lay their eggs in) 
stems of grains or grasses during the | 
last of June and early July. Only 
those stems which have headed out or, 
are about to head are chosen and the 
eges are laid inside the hollow portion 
of the stem. The larvae hatching from 
these eggs feed up and down the In- 


! 
There is seldom any outward sign of 
infestation, but, if the stems are split 
open, the hollow centre will be seen 
to be filled with fine dust, and the 
white maggot will be found somewhere 
in the stem, Several eggs may be 
deposited in one stem, but only one 
larva survives therefrom to reach 
maturity, As the stem matures, the' 
larva works its way to the base, tun- 
nelling the stem to the very root of 
the plant, It then cuts the stem from 
the inside just about the level of he) 
soil, retires below the cut, and plugs | 
the stub with the “dust” made in 
feeding. The upper portion of the 
stem breaks off and falls to the 
ground, The larva spins a cocoon 
which lines the entire portion of the 
stub and spends the winter there. As 
the soil warms up in the spring, the 
larva changes to a pupa, from which! 
the adult emerges late in June, Both 
the larva and the pupa are fairly 
active and can move up and down in- 
side the stub. This enables them to 
retire sufficiently below the soil sur- 
face to avoid unfavorable conditions 
of temperature or moisture.
